The index of 
owners' names adds greatly to its utility.

both of whom volunteered for military service at the outbreak of the war. The work 
of completing the Index, which had been left unfinished, was undertaken by 
Mr. A. W. Pollard, who has also seen the volume through the press.

“ The plates now published in this volume for the first time were engraved 
between 1820 and 1840 from the drawings made by the members of the Second Ionian 
Mission sent out by the Society of Dilettanti in 1811. These engravings were to 
have been issued in a companion volume to Part III. of the Antiquities of Ionia 
which was published in 1840. It was delayed, however, by the death in 1889 ot 
William Wilkins, R.A., who had been the architectural expert of the Society from 
the time of the Mission, and was acting as editor of the work.

The 102 miniatures which are here reproduced in collotype facsimile from the 
four large volumes (which, though entitled Histoire de Charles Martel, are occupied 
more with the deeds of Girart de Roussillon and Garin de Lorrain) in the Biblio- 
tlnkjue Royale de Belgique, were the work of Loyset LiMet, one of the most skilful 
miniaturists employed at the Court of Burgundy. Though prolific, very little of his 
work has hitherto been reproduced, so that no apology is needed for the present 
publication.

Extremely rare and interesting. This set lotmerly belonged to David Luing. 
Lady Charlotte Schreiber, who possessed an imperfect set, wrote in her Playing Cards 
of various ayes and countries, “ This curious heraldic pack consists of fifty-two cards 
as usual with two title cards.

The plates published in this volume for the first time were engraved between 
1820 and 1840 from the drawings made by the members of the Second Ionian Mission 
sent out by the Society of Dilettanti in 1811. These engravings were to have been 
issued in a companion volume to Part III. of the Antiquities of Ionia whioh was 
published in 1840. It was delayed, however, by the death in 1839 of William 
Wilkins, b.*., who had been the architectural expert of the Society from the time 
of the Mission, and was acting as editor of the work. While thus set aside for a 
lime other links with the past were broken and new interest arose. Fellows 
travelled over the same ground again in 1838, and in 1840 Penrose made his 
proposals to the Society for his survey of the monuments of Athens, which was 
conducted by him according to fresh ideas of scientific accuracy. The engraved 
plates were thus forgotten until a set of proofs of them were given by the Society in 
1912 to the Royal Institute of British Architects, together with many of the original 
drawings.

The plan followed is to take each 
carpet-weaving country of the world in turn, to discuss the development of the art 
there and the present state of the industry ,*and to illustrate the discussion by 
examples of that country’s work. The design, material, and method of manu¬ 
facture are described, their date discussed, and notes concerning their origin and 
history added when available.
